On Saturday, the 27%h of Dacember 1952, between 2500 and 2,00 
hours, I was riding in a car aoproxinately 50 miles South of Canadian, 
Texas, on US Highway 63. Four other occupants and I were travelin; dua

I would estimate that the object stayed in vision for ebout two 
or tiree minutes and did not disanvear by loosing velocity or Licht, 
but continuad on its course beyond the sight range of our eyes.
